2. Record Number of Employees in Full-time Academic Study 

The Agency has 21 employees representing 14 components attending 
17 different universities In toe 69/70 academic year. Because of cam- 
pus unrest all were given special administrative and security briefings 
in which problems that might probably confront them were identified. 
This is the largest number of academics the Agency has sponsored to 

date- -and the largest outlay of tuition advances, 
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through the regular liaison channel of Central Reference Service.

On Friday 30 October, Dr. T. W. Adams of the faculty at the 
Federal Executive Institute and author of a forthcoming book on the 
Communist Party to Cyprus discussed two chapters of his hook with 
members of the School of International Communism. Although the dis- 
cussion was held in response to the Agency's interest in deepening its 
relationships with FEI, Dr. Adams' goal appeared to be one of acquir- 
ing more information from Agency sources -- a goal not achieved in 
the two- hour session.
